On 1 August the headquarters of the 27 Regiment of the Rear Service Bureau, 

North Korean army general headquarters, was in a school house at approximately 
125-47, 39-08 (YD-410347 ) . The regiment numbering approximately 1,200 troops 
equipped with rifles, 20 trucks, and 15 wagons, was composed of three battalions 
at the following points; one at approximately 125-46, 39-07 (YD-4o4344)i one 
at Hach’u-dong (125-48, 39-08) (YD-4235),* and another at Sosan-ni (125-42, 39-08) 
(YD- 3335 ). 

The 27 Regiment was charged with guarding oil, food, and ammunition which were 
stored in two camouflaged dugouts, at approximately 125-46, 39-07 (YD-413339) 
and at approximately 125-46, 39-07 (YD-4l434l), and also along the rail line 
between points approximately 125-49, 39-10 (YD-437388) and approximately
